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RESUMPTION OF SPECIE
MBENTS.

A sprotaL despatoh from Washington, which
wé published in Tae Truscnarn yesterday, |
fully confirma the view previously expreased
ia these columns in regard to the resumption |
of spocie payments, It states “‘on the higheat |
and most unquestionable muthority” that |
“‘not omly doos the Secrstary of the Treasury
not favor the immediate resumption of spacie
paymenta, but in his report he will deprecate |
any attempt on the part of Congress to force
suoch a policy npon the country.” 'This intel-
ligenoe should go far to set at rest the uneasy
foolings that have from time to time been
croated by seusational reports of speedy re- |
sumption. It is natural that a portion of the
atatesmon of the country should look forward
to that end and mseek to hasten it; and every
patriotio citizen would much rather see the
paper issues of the Government rated at or
above gold par than below it. But those who
are sspeoially entrusted with the management
of the national finances can never safely
ignore the intimacy of their connection with
the general prosperity of the people, nor pru- |
dontly attempt experiments of a hazardons
and uncertain nature. As soon as the Gov- |
ernment can pay gold for all its obligations,
lot it do so. Everything that tends to im-
prove itsa financial condition in creases its
ability to attain this gonl. If it keeps
stendily on in the present path of reducing
the bulk of its indebtedness, increasing
its rovenues, and diminishing its expendi-
tures, the time cannot be far distant when re-
sumption will be entirely practicable. Bat
1ot it not be guilty of the folly of attempiing |
a task which is at once beyond ils own
strength and likely to impose too heavy a |
_ gtrain upon all the business interests of the
nation. Thesick man, when convalescing, can
never tell, in advance, how soon his pristine
vigor will be restored. He acts wisely when
he rebuilds his shattered constitntion, but

The British Governmentordered a suspension
of apecie payments on the Jiith of February,
1707, and resnmption was not attempted until

~ May 1, 1828—suspension being thus con-

tinned for a period of more than twenty- |
fix yewrs. It is part of the financial history
of that period, too, that although prepava-
tiona for resumption had gradually been
made for four years previous to 1821, resnmp-
tion at that late day was disastrons to many
important British interests. In other words,
Great Britain only began to prepure for spacie
payments four years after the restoration |
of peace; and although resumption eame four
yoars after these preparations had been con-
tinned, eight years after the termination of
hostilities, and twenty-six years after suspen-
sion commenced, great misery and finanoial
distress still prevailed. Aund yet, the British
writer, with this record before him, announces
that no class in the United Btates would suffor
from a speedy return to specie payments here!
Similar sentiments are oceasionally expressed
on this side of the Atlantie, and there is o
readiness to forget the magnitude of the
obligations involved, and th¢ inherent dim.-
b onltles of the proposed task, which

MORE TERRITORY FOR SALR.
Binop the United States has gone into the
land purchasing business, holders of islands
in the West Indies have shown considerable
anxioty to sell out, preferring a good round
sum of ready money in hand to the possession
of territory that brings in little or nothing.
An unlucky enrthquake had the effect of an-
nulling Mr. Seward's bargain for 8t. Thomas,
and the Danish Government has been over-
come with grief ever since because it oannot
dispose of one island that it dbes not want,
and for whioh it expeoted to roceive a fow
millions of American gold that it really neads,
Cuba is about the only West Indian territory
that we really have a longing for, and that
Spain refuses to sell on any terms, mainly,
we imagine, beoause she imagines that thore
is a Iatent intention to take it from her any-
how by foul means, if not by fair. On the
other hand, the neighboring island of St.
Domingo shows a decided disposition to sell
out on essy terms. A despateh from Havana
ropresents that all the Dominican leaders are
anxious for annexation to the United States
in consideration of a reasonable amounnt of
money.

Baez, Pimental, and Cabral, howsver much
they may disagree on other points, are
united on this, and the only question is
which shall get the money. Daexz is the con-
stitutional President of the republic, and it is
stated that he is ready to open negotintions
whenever the Congress of the United States

| shall make the necessary appropriations. His

rivals, however, are equally well disposed,
and they ave anxions only to obtain that as-
cendancy that will entitle them to receive the
cash whenever the United States is rendy to
pay. Baez is ready to open negotiations, the
partisans of Pimental are scattering among

| the people handbills favoring annexation

with the United States, and Cabral hopes to
be in power when the bargain is concluded,
80 that he may get the monaey.

In Hayti we are told thal the only oppo-
nents to selling out to the United States are
parties under European influence, while
Salnave ani Baget, the rival
Presidents, both are willing and anxiouns
to dispose of their clnims, The entire island,
it is said, can be purchased for 52,000,000,
which certainly looks cheap. But in case the
United States should conclude to invest, the
trouble wonld be to decide who ought to re-
ceive the money. All the impecunions ravo-
Intionary leaders would claim it, and those
who did not get nuything wonld undoubtedly
declare the bavgain off, and proceed to create
a disturbance; so that, after paying for our
island, we would have also to conquer it, at

| an expense considerably greater than it is
| worth, from which point of view it is cer-

tainly not as cheap as it seems on first sight.
As we are not in any present distresa for
additions te our territory in that qnarter of
the world, we can afford to wait until the

| islands of the West Indies come to us in the

natural course of events, or until wo can pur-
chase at such a flgnre as will make il an

ohject to spend our money.

ART EDUCATION.

| New Youk, like Philadelphin, is afflicted with

a Iine Art Aendemy that is chiefly remarka-
ble for its eminent respectability, and for
the fact that it is a hindrance rather than an
aidto the development of art in the United
States,  But New York appoars to have

i awnkened fully to the fact that its so-called
| “National”
| weight that American axl cannot any longer
| afford to carry without being crushed by it,

Academy of Design is a dead

and active measures have been inangurated
to establish n great Ark Museum that will for.
nish to American artists the facilities that

| they need for study, and to the American
| people the mieans for general artistic culture,

by providing sn ample collection of speci-
mens in all the different Lranches of art.
The idea appesys to be to establish a system

of art schools in  connection with this

| museum, which will enable students to ob-
| tain such education as is absolutely necessary

for the production of thoroughly good art
work, without the necessity for visiting
Furope. This is exactly what we have re-
peatedly urged for this city, and with the col-
lection of art works in the possession of our
Academy we have a far better nncleus for a
first-cluss institution than there is im Now
York. It will take time and money te build
up a great art university in either city, but
the thing can bes done il n proper start is
made, and if those who can appreciate the
jmportance of the subjoct will unite and
exert themnolves ene_:l_';:?timlly.

A little healthy critioism has had a deci-
dedly beneficial effect on the Academy of
Fine Arta in this city, and that venerable in-
stitution has displayed an unwonted activity
A mumber of jm-
provements have been introduced, owing, it
i8 true, in a very great measure, to the intelli-
gent efforts of Professor Sohussele, who has
infused a spirit of emulation into the students
that promises good results, One swallow does
not make summer, however, and one arkist,
no matter what his attainments may be, can-
not build up a great school of Art by his own
unaided efforts. What has been done at the
Academy is scarcely a beginning, and the in-
stitution is founded on such essentially wrong
principles that, as it is at present constituted,
it is nseless to hope for any greut things from
it. The artists are almost unanimonsly in
antagonisam to it, and the Board of Directors
take no trouble to conciliate them aud to se-
oure their support and assistance, We have
demonstrated often enongh in theso columns
the utter abenrdily of a corporation of bank-
erd, brokers, and merchants attempling to
carry on sn edncational lustitution of any kind,

muoh leas an Academy of Fine Arts, and we
soe nothing in the recont inorease of {aoilitien
ok our Academy to inducs vy to hope or ex-
peot that any groat results will foilow. Anm
Art Aondemy in this conntry, to fuliil tho re-

guirements of suoh an inatitution, must be
established on easentially the same basis as
our universities and colleges. Ita internal
managoment must bs in the hands of profes-
gional men exclusively, who must be pro-
teotad from the meddlesoms inlerfersnos of
soll-slected patrous of art. It is only in this
manner that an Art Academy can be conducted
with suocess, and it is to bo hoped that the
movement insugurated in New York will have
the effect of inspiring the citizens of Phila-
delphin with n proper spirit of emulation, and
lead to the eatablishment hers of a groab art

school that will be a orodit to the city and a |

lasting benefit to the whole country.

VIRGINIA POLITICS.
Tue extreme radioal Republioans of Virginia
asppear determined to utterly destroy the
party in that State. The overwhelming defeat
which their tioket sustained at the recent
State election does not appear to have taught
them wisdom, and many of them have
arrayod themselves in open eonflict with the
maas of the people of the State.
to Congress which was adopted yesterday by
their SBtate Convention is an ill-natured and

inconsiderato document, the promulgation of

which is calonlated to work the Republican
oause in Virginia irreparable harm. Some of
ita allegations are truthful, but the majority

of them are exceedingly exaggerated, Lo say !

the least. The nssertion that the true secret
the submission to o soparate vole of the tost
onth and disfranchising clanses of the Con-
stitution is utterly groundless, If these two
olsuses had not beon submitted to a separate
vote, there is but little doubt that the whole
Constitution would have been rejeocted, and
the roconstrnetion of Virginia indefinitely
postponed. The action of Congress and the
President in anthorizing a separate vote on
the test oath and disfranchising clanses savad
the expurgated Constitulion from defeat, and
placed Virginia in a fair way of being restorad
to her normal relations to the Union.

Among the points embracaed in this addross
18 one which demands from Congross tho
passing of a law by which the whole procsss
of reconstruction shall be gone throngh with
again, or the exaction from the members of
the Legislature of the test oath, and the
awarding of the seats of such members as
aro nnable to take it to such eligible candi-
dates as received the next highest numbar
of votes. This ridiculons demand is about
what might have been expected from men
who have shown such a narrownoss of spirit
and lack of statesmuanship ashave charncterized
the radical leaders in Virginia. Two wmem-
bers of the committee appointed to prepare
the address supported a substitute which con-
tained some traces of wisdom, They desired
the immediate admission of the State and the
exaction by Congress of a guaranfee that
every citizen of Virginia shall be protected
in all his rights under the Federal and State
Constitutions. But the majority of the con-
vention wera in no mood for entertaining
such a sensible policy, and earried
everything with such a high
hand that the advocates of the substitute
finally withdrew in a body, among the num.
ber being two of the radical Congressmen
eloet, the Chairman of the State Contral Com-
mittes, two radical State Senators, and the
very man who was the father of the prosorip-
tive test-oath and disfranchising clauses of
the Constitution, about the defeat of which
the convention raised such a lamentation.
The result will probably be that the with-
drawing members will be forced into the
ranks of the Walker party, and the radieals of
Virginia will thus be consigned to the fate
which their foolish prosoriptive policy has
merited. The greater number of their lapders
have been men without eharvacter, whose chief
objeot has been the promotion of their own
selfish interests, without mnch regard to the
substantinl welfnre of the State. Not until
they are driven from all stations of power
and influence can the true Republican party
of Virginia be reorganized on a successful
basis, and their vecent action will tend mate-
riully to bring about this desirable result.
